proposed pole, had questions regarding the aesthetics of 
the pole. Her concerns were alleviated when she learned 
that pole would be a simple telephone pole, and not a 
tower.

Highway Surveyor Wesley Bowman for his work to repair 
the erosion. "It looks like nothing ever happened," 
Chairman Lambalot said. 

Incoming correspondence included the following 

items: 

• A memo was received from the Finance 
Committee informing all departments that Reserve Funds 
for FY2001 are not available. The funds have already been 
earmarked to a variety of departments. Therefore, 
departments are urged to use extra caution with 
expenditures — no money will be available if budgets are 
exceeded. Fire Chief Ron Scott, for his part, is examining 
the possibility for state reimbursement. During the recent 
rainy season, the fire department pumped water out of 
some 60 homes, and Chief Scott is hopeful he can get 
reimbursed for the cost of such unanticipated expenses. 

The salaries of the firefighters could be 
jeopardized if the funds are not available, which was 
alarming to the board. Chairman Lambalot suggested the 
possibility of creating an article for Town Meeting that 
would allow for money to be taken out of the Stabilization 
Fund, in the event that it is needed. Selectman Denham 
raised his concern over removing money from the fund, 
although he recognized the potential need. He urges the 
department heads "to do their best to stay within the 
budgets." 

Selectman Andrews agreed with Chairman

invocation and the singing of the National Anthem, Mr. 
Titus introduced newly-appointed Town Administrator 
lulia Enroth- Whitlock and welcomed her to her first Town 
Meeting. 

Before considering the 28 articles on the Town 
Meeting warrant, voters listened to a brief presentation 
from Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Lee Hayes 
on the town's financial outlook for the pending fiscal year 
and what it will mean to taxpayers over the next several 
years. 

"Over the past couple of years, we have 
attempted to show what the increase in capital spending 
... (will have on) your taxes over the next five to ten 
years," Mr. Hayes said. "The budget that you're going to 
vote on tonight is the first of several years where we'll 
experience increases which (reflect) the 6.5 percent 
increase we've had in past years. Even though we knew it 
was coming, when we saw it on paper this year, it made it 
difficult. The vast majority of spending is due to either 
past commitments or fixed expenses that are very difficult 
to cut." 

Mr. Hayes said they were several "spending 
increase factors" which accounted for the budget hike. 
Among these: the rate of growth in Marion; the rate of 
increase in the cost for personnel; state mandated

improvements; and the level of expectations citizens have 
for town services. Key components of the Fiscal Year 2002 
budget breakdown: $698,000 in Debt Expenses (54 percent 
increase); $308,000 in General Operating Expenses (6 
percent increase); and $464,000 in the School Budget (8 
percent increase), for a total $1.47 million hike (12.8 
percent increase). 

The bulk of this year's budget jumps, according 
to Mr. Hayes, are due to contractual obligations which 
they must honor. "Presently our tax rate is at $12.76 per 
$1,000," he said. "However, we're entering a time when 
we're going to be investing in our infrastructure. The

budget is really a reflection of the services residents want 
... those are the kinds of things that I mean by 
'expectations.' Very little of this is changeable unless we 
lower our expectations or reduce the rate of growth in 
town. That doesn't mean we can't find cost savings ... and 
we'll do it as best as possible. But we're looking at some 
fairly hefty tax increases this year and in years to come." 

With that, voters were asked to consider 
ARTICLE 1, which asked them to approve compensation 
amounts for the following elected officials: Selectmen 
($4,450 per year); Assessors ($4,264 per year); Board of 
Health ($1,646 per year); Town Clerk ($16,176); Treasurer 
($24,147); Collector ($24,147); Town Moderator for Annual 
Town Meeting ($216); Town Moderator for Special Town 
Meeting ($72). The article passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a total $13,625 million General Operating Budget for 
Fiscal Year 2002. Several voters had questions about select 
line items — especially those which were increased 
significantly over FY2001 — and placed "holds" on those 
for further discussion. 

The largest single increase was proposed under 
the Board of Assessors line item, which requested an 86.6 
percent hike from $27,542 in FY2001 to $51,402 in FY2002. 
Assessor Bradford Eames explained that this was mainly

due to an administrative staff position which will now be 
incorporated into their budget. 

"Kathy Gibbs has informed us that she intends to 
retire," he said. "Currently her salary is part of the 
Administrative Services budget, (but) we'd like to have 
her salary included under the Assessors' budget." 

Another resident questioned why the budget for 
"Parades" had jumped 51.4 percent from $7,000 to $10,600 
this year. 

Selectman Jonathan "Jody" Dickerson explained 
that this additional money would be used to cover 
salaries for special officers (some of which are hired from 
out of town) to police the town's annual Fourth of July 
Fireworks celebration — an event which has become quite 
popular each year. 

"Because of the extra costs of the barge this year, 
the town agreed to pay the extra money to cover these 
costs," Selectman Dickerson said. 

With that, voters unanimously approved

ARTICLE 2. 

The bulk of the first evening's discussion and 
debate centered around ARTICLE 22, which was 
introduced by petition and supported by Linda Marcoux 
of Register Road, to amend the town's By-Laws to add a 
new section prohibiting smoking in all work places within 
the Town of Marion. The article, if approved, would 
supersede the existing Marion Board of Health 
regulations. 

"Our proposal eliminates smoking in any 
establishment except a private residence," Ms. Marcoux 
said. "The Marion Board of Health decided not to make 
their regulations any more stringent. On March 1, 
information on this proposed article was given to the 
Board of Health and the PACT Program even offered their 
assistance in drafting the article. The Board of Health 
decided to let the voters of Marion decide on the 
proposed by-law." 

But Board of Health Chairman Albin Johnson 
criticized the proposed amendment, saying it should be 
done in a way so that both businesses and residents were 
able to voice their input on the matter via public hearings. 

"By taking the regulation out of the Marion 
Sanitary Code ... you're doing it in one evening without 
any input other than Town Meeting," Mr. Johnson said.

done through the Board of Health with all the proper 
hearings and it should be more democratic." 

"I haven't smoked for over 15 years," said Helen 
Westergard. "I've since developed asthma and cigarette 
smoke bothers me, but I don't feel we're prepared to 
adopt this (article) as it is ... I move to indefinitely 
postpone." 

With that, the motion to indefinitely postpone — 
effectively killing the amendment — was passed via two- 
thirds majority vote. 

ARTICLE 15, which asked voters to appropriate a 
sum of money to reduce the tax rate, was postponed until 
the completion of the Special Town Meeting within the 
Annual Town Meeting slated for Tuesday, April 24; and 
ARTICLE 19, which asked voters to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws to rezone the "General Business" district, was 
tabled indefinitely. 

Town Meeting voters also approved: 

• $15,000 to cover the costs of removing three 
1,000-gallon underground fuel storage tanks at the Little 
Neck Housing complex (ARTICLE 3); 

• $17,500 for the Board of Assessors to hire 
technical consulting services and cover related expenses 
in connection with the town's property revaluation 
(ARTICLE 4);

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can 1 do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis and 
then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your veteri- 
narian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal para- 
sites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eucanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs. 

What if the problem continues? 

If you have done the 3 steps described above and the dog still 
has diarrhea, it is time to have your veterinarian evaluate the 
dog and possibly perform additional tests in order to obtain a 
diagnosis.

The board 
agreed to grant their approval contingent upon the official 
appointment slip that will be put through to the Personnel 
Board. 

At 7:10 pm the board moved on to the evening's 
scheduled business with the approval of the minutes from 
the April 9 meeting.

Mattapoisett Tackles Taxes 

A campaign is under way in Mattapoisett to 
promote a proposed solution to the problem of rising 
residential taxes in the town. The proposed solution is to 
create a Community Development Department that 
would bring in new business to expand the town's 
business tax base, thus relieving the residential tax 
burden. The proposal is based on the findings of an 
Economic Development Study Committee (EDSC) and is 
included among the Articles to be considered at the 
Annual Town Meeting on May 21. Other objectives of the 
new department are to retain existing businesses and to 
insure that new businesses are appropriate to the town, so 
that it retains its coastal, residential character and does 
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not become a sprawling commercial center like some 
other SouthCoast towns. The campaign slogan is: 
"Mattapoisett — It's Special. Let's keep it Special and 
Affordable." 

The EDSC is a group of the town's citizens 
assembled by the Planning Board to address the economic 
development component of the town's 1999 Master Plan. 
After extensive research, the EDSC concluded the 
following: first, the best way to relieve the residents' tax 
burden is to increase the business tax base; and, secondly, 
that a Community Development Department, with a full- 
time, professional director accountable to the Board of 
Selectmen, is the best way to make that happen. 

Taxes are increasing because of improvements the 
town is undertaking. This will continue because of the 
town's financial needs for school projects, proposed sewer 
and water improvements, and to meet other expenses, 
such as salary increases for town employees. 

According to the EDSC, the town's residents will 
receive a number of benefits by supporting the proposed 
Community Development Department. Just in taxes 
alone, within five years the average household valued at 
$200,000 will save more than $500 per year if the 
Community Development Department is in operation. On 
the flip side, without such a dedicated Department, taxes 
will continue to increase for residents, and pressures will 
grow for less desirable development, jeopardizing the 
town's present character.

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Forgive and Forget

Memento. Starring Guy Pearce, Carrie- Anne Moss, 
and Joe Pantoliano. Directed by Christopher 
Nolan. Running time: 113 minutes. MP A A rating:

As you may have heard by now, the acclaimed thriller 
Memento is the story of a man with no short-term memory, told 
entirely backward. The man, Leonard Shelby (Guy Pearce), wants 
to find out who raped and murdered his wife; the same "incident" 
that made him a widower also gave him head trauma that left him 
unable to "form new memories" — he can remember everything 
up to the event, but everything after that eludes his grasp, to the 
point where he has turned his whole body into a tattooed Post-It 
note of reminders ("John G. raped and murdered my wife," reads 
one message written on his chest — backwards, so that he can 
read it in the mirror every time he shaves, which he also has to 
remind himself to do). 

Would Memento be as effective if told forward instead of 
backward? Of course not. The brilliance of Memento is not in its 
story but in how it tells the story. When a scene begins, we are as 
disoriented as Leonard; sometimes he ends up talking to someone 
we haven't seen before, and he doesn't ever remember meeting, 
yet they act as if they've known him for a while. The scene then 
ends — please try to stay with me here — with the beginning of the 
previous scene. This is nowhere near as frustrating for the viewer 
as it sounds; instead, it's transfixing and does an ingenious job of 
putting us inside Leonard's fractured perception. Sometimes you 
get so involved in a scene that you forget you've already seen how 
it's going to end. 

Writer-director Christopher Nolan, whose first film was a 
black-and-white noir (1998's Following) little seen in America, 
turns up the volume of the usual noir paranoia to 1 1 : not only can't 
you trust anyone, you can't remember why you can't trust anyone. 
Yet the film is cool, contemplative, a puzzle movie in which you 
see the finished puzzle right up front and then watch as it 
disassembles itself. I could tell you who the killer of Leonard's 
wife is, or seems to be, since the movie opens with Leonard getting 
his revenge, or seeming to; yet treachery complicates Leonard's 
mission (as if it weren't complicated enough), so when we hear a 
revelation at the end of the film (the movie's chronological 
beginning) — a revelation that Leonard, at the movie's beginning / 




story's end, has long forgotten — we don't know if it's on the level 
or not. All I'll say is that it's been a while since I've seen a twist 
ending like this that works on about 17 different levels aside from 
turning the plot on its head. 

The newly blonde, slightly stubbly Guy Pearce, looking like 
a more precisely chiselled Brad Pitt, underplays Leonard 
throughout; he's a hero in a daze, often unconsciously funny, as 
whenhe tells the same story over and over, to the bemusement of 
acquaintances who've heard it over and over. Given the challenge 
of embodying a man who forgets whatever happened ten minutes 
ago, Pearce has to begin anew in every scene, a blank slate with 
vague impressions of quiet anguish. His best moment here comes 
when Leonard hires a prostitute for an experiment baffling to her 
but, to us, funny at first and then undeniably saddening. 

The only other two major roles in Memento are filled by 
Carrie- Anne Moss, as a mysterious bartender named Natalie, and 
Joe Pantoliano, as a mysterious figure (criminal? cop?) named 
Teddy. The Matrix connection is probably no coincidence: Leonard 
is living in a sort of matrix himself, a shadow world in which 
everything is a shadow. Last time I checked, Memento had risen to 
#44 on the Internet Movie Database's Top 250 Movies list, voted 
on by registered users, making it the youngest film in the top 50. 
There's a reason for that. The movie will almost surely madden 
some and fascinate others (some may feel both ways); if given a 
proper push, this could become the most talked-about cinematic 
Rubik's Cube since The Usual Suspects. Yet Christopher Nolan 
never strikes you as a hot-shot getting high on his own narrative 
cleverness. Memen to leaves you with an existential chill. If you see 
the film, ask yourself how you feel about Leonard's final decision 
(or, I should say, the decision he makes before the end credits): 
whether it's understandable, whether it's justifiable, and above 
all, whether it really makes any damn difference.

Some jobs are often unfairly stereotyped because 
a few bad apples have served to tarnish the lot. We've 
all heard — and probably told — the "dead lawyer" 
jokes . . . we often ridicule police officers for perpetually 
hanging out at coffee shops ... and we're all fairly 
certain that politicians are corrupt and self-serving. 
(Well, maybe that is the case in Rhode Island.) 

But when a local politician does come along who 
puts in the time and effort and apparently has only 
the best interests of the town and residents at heart, 
that person tends to stand out and leave a lasting 
impression. Such is the case with outgoing Marion 
Selectman Loretta B. Schaefer, who decided to not 
seek re-election to the board after 12 years of service 
in that capacity. She was rightfully praised by her 
fellow Selectmen at her final meeting last week, and 
her accomplishments were duly honored at this week' s 
Annual Town Meeting. 

Having covered the weekly Marion Selectmen's 
meetings for a decade now, it seems to me that Lori 
Schaefer has always been sitting at that long 
conference table in the Marion Town House ... and it 
will be strange not to see her every week, offering an 
honest and balanced point of view on the issues. 
Indeed, the one word I would use to best describe Ms. 
Schaefer is "fair," whether you agree with her or not; 
and she always had an uncanny knack for avoiding 
personal attacks in expressing her support or objection 
to a proposal. Ever even-tempered and objective, Ms. 
Schaefer helped to anchor an effective three-member 
board over the past several years. 

Selectmen Chairman Albert E. Winters cited this 
as one of Ms. Schaefer's greatest strengths in paying 
her tribute at her final regular meeting: "When you 
look at the guidance and advice she's given us over 
the years ... She's kept us all much more civilized and 
I really think she's been able to keep (this board) on an 
even keel." Although she would alternate in the 
captain's chair with Mr. Winters during her tenure, 
her contributions as one of the three crew members 
sailing the Marion vessel through calm waters have 
been crucial. 

She has long been not only Marion' s representative 
to the Southeast Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD), but also remains 
the sitting Chairman of SRPEDD and has agreed to 




stay on as the Marion representative to that important 
regional group, despite her "retirement" from local 
politics. Mr. Winters also noted she was a key mover 
on the town's Wastewater Planning Committee, which 
has long labored to maintain and upgrade the town's 
sewer system and related services to residents. 

Last, but most significantly, she led the effort to 
save and restore the Marion Music Hall — a rightful 
source of pride for the town — and also took it upon 
herself to oversee the management and scheduling at 
the facility for the past two years ... a personal labor of 
love which was often time-consuming but which she 
did voluntarily. 

"Her work on the Marion Music Hall has just been 
something which will be with the town for years to 
come," noted Mr. Winters. "That building could very 
easily have been lost to the town." 

Although Marion didn't lose the Music Hall, the 
town will sadly lose Ms. Schaefer after 12 years on the 
Board of Selectmen and nine years previously with 
the Marion School Committee. But like the landmark 
building which was one of the crowning achievements 
during her tenure, Lori Schaefer's accomplishments 
will not soon be forgotten. She leaves the town in the 
capable hands of her fellow Selectmen and a new 
board member to be determined by the voters. And 
she can walk away with the knowledge that she's 
done her community proud ... and proven that 
politicians can often make a positive contribution, 
despite what stereotypes may otherwise suggest.
